September 1947 saw the first day school freshman class and the second full time class arrive at 
WBI. That eventful day of registration presented a picture of slightly frightened but happy young 
people from a variety of states and with a more pronounced variety of accents. They all had one 
thought in mind, and that was to study for the service of the Lord. There were fourteen students 
to register that first semester in 1947, and there are fourteen that have finished the course. However, 
the graduates are not the identical fourteen that began three years ago. Some left for various reasons 
during the three years, and others have transferred into the class from other schools. 

Present in the class the first semester were Bessie Lee Albertson from North Carolina, Arline 
Freehauf from New Jersey, John Kaufman from Maryland, Catherine Calloway from Georgia, Warren 
Kautz from Virginia, Jarvis Marshall originally from Illinois, Jean McCracken from Pennsylvania, 
Frances Pickett also originally from Illinois, Sammy Ray from Washington, D. C., Burl Washburn from 
Virginia, Leah Dowdy from Washington, D. C., Grover Myers from North Carolina, Robert Orner 
from Indiana, and George Webster from Washington, D. C. 

Our first class meeting was held Monday morning, September 29, 1947. Under the guidance of 
our faculty advisor, Miss LaDelle Dawson, we elected our first class officers. Burl Washburn was Presi¬ 
dent; Leah Dowdy, Vice-President; Bessie Lee Albertson, Secretary; and Grover Myers, Treasurer. It 
was evident that this class was to enjoy many times of refreshing fellowship away from the strain of 
studying, because plans were immediately started for a Halloween party. Bob Orner and Sammy 
Ray, having been chosen as a social committee, planned the social events of the year. 

In January 1948 the following students joined the class: Mary Bowers from Georgia; Marie Charlton 
from Pennsylvania; Frederick Houwen from Africa, Holland, and South America; Alexander Thompson 
from New Jersey; Donald Douglass from Virginia; Libby Myers from Pennsylvania; and Billy Coley 
from Maryland. It was during this semester that Catherine Calloway left us for B.I.O.L.A., Bob Orner 
transferred to the Moody Bible Institute, Leah Dowdy left because of illness, and George Webster 
left to join the Army. 

Jean McCracken was appointed to take charge of the class prayer meetings which were held 
immediately after the last class of the day. Many of these prayer meetings were held through lunch 
time and were also times of fasting. These periods of prayer were a means of spiritual blessing, and 
our class became a happy family in the Lord as we shared one another’s joys and sorrows. 

In the second semester of our freshman year we had the privilege of presenting to the School a 
fine oak pulpit made by Colonel Harry Besancon for the auditorium. 

The last main event in June was class day. A "real live” automobile, supposedly Mr. Bishop’s Ford, 
was the scene of our skit. To be commended, among others, is Mr. Houwen who played in an ex¬ 
cellent manner the part of the engine. Grover and Libby Myers represented Mr. and Mrs. Miles, and 
Jean McCracken and Bessie Albertson were the twins bouncing along on the back seat. 

In September 1948 our class gained five new members, four of whom transferred from the eve¬ 
ning school. They were Virginia Frye from Maryland, Clara Kahler from North Carolina, Louise 
Webster from New York, Maude Bonhotel from Connecticut, and Howard Sherwood from Washington, 
D. C. and the Moody Bible Institute. We lost, however, Grover and Libby Myers to King’s College, 
and Donald Douglass to Bob Jones University. 

Class officers for our junior year were Burl Washburn, President; Jean McCracken, Vice-President; 
Bessie Albertson, Secretary; and Billy Coley, Treasurer. Frances Pickett and Howard Sherwood were 
selected as a social committee, and Sammy Ray and Warren Kautz were chosen to be the class repre¬ 
sentatives on the Student Council. 

January 1949 saw two new members added to our class: Bernard Koppel from New York and 
the National Bible Institute; and William Faitz from Maryland and the Philadelphia School of the 
Bible. Shortly after the beginning of the second semester, Mary Bowers, who had just previously be¬ 
come Mrs. Howard Atwood, left the class because of ill health. It was in our junior year that we were 
saddened by the news of the death of George Webster on the Island of Guam. 

Skip day in April, 1949 was enjoyed by all as we relaxed at Mr. Linton’s Virginia estate, "The 
Glebe.” Classday was again hilarious as the students depicted scenes from the everyday life of the 
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school. The class ended the year with a picnic out at Great Falls, Maryland. 

The opening of the senior year saw a number of changes in our class. Cupid had been busy, and 
during the summer Billy Coley and Bessie Lee Albertson became one. Also Bill Faitz had married 
Betty Hulings, one of the 1949 graduates. Only one student was added to our class this year. Mar¬ 
jory Bough came to us from Washington, D. C. and the Philadelphia School of the Bible. We lost to 
the Junior Class a few of our class members who had come in too late in the past years to become 
full seniors. They were Alexander Thompson, Bernard Koppel, Clara Kahler, and Virginia Frye. 
Howard Sherwood transferred to Bob Jones University. 

This senior year has been one of spiritual blessing and excitement as we have looked forward to 
new fields. Prayer has been constantly going up for revival, and we know that revival is on the 
way. Looking back over the three years has made us feel sad and glad both at the same time. It is 
sad to think of all the good times and Christian fellowship we will be leaving behind. We rejoice, 
however, to know that the Lord has even greater blessings for us ahead. We sincerely praise the Lord 
for such a school as W.B.I., where we have had the privilege of studying and fellowshipping together as 
one family in Christ.

The Senior Class. 
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Expedition #777’s Journal 


March 1, 1963 


Sammy Ray 

Today our party started out in hopes of finding something of value in our excavations. About 
10:00 A.M. our chief engineer, Mr. Bishop, struck something. After all the necessary pictures had been 
taken and the preliminaries completed, we began to dig. In about 15 minutes we uncovered what 
seemed to have been at one time or another a building of some sort. Perhaps the first A-bomb 
dropped on the East coast had covered up this city or dwelling completely. We decided to investi¬ 
gate the building and found it intact. We entered through a door in the roof and had to walk down 
some iron steps. The first floor we came to must have served as individual rooms, for each room was 
numbered. Just as we started to open one of the doors our engineer cried, "Why, this is W.B.I.” It 
was the Bible School he had taught in before heading up our Christian Crusaders Archaeological Ex¬ 
pedition of the U.S.A. He was beaming, and, we knew we would have an excellent guide through the 
rest of this building. 

As we went from room to room, Mr. Bishop told us what the others were doing who graduated with 
the class of 1950. The class president. Burl Washburn, was heading an expedition to the Arctic in 
search of a rare oak tree. His three sons accompanied him. This was Burl’s idea of a rest from being 
President of the Bible Institute of France. His wife, Dolly Mae, was taking over during his leave. Burl 
was flying back to France in his Plymouth autogiro. 

We were told next of one of the 1950 members who became a director of a large choir and or¬ 
chestra in a huge "Helicopter” mid-air church. This was none other than Marjory Bough. It looked 
as though Marjory had gotten "Up” in the world. 

Speaking of choirs reminded Mr. Bishop of another pupil, Jean McCracken. She had won the 
hearts of the people of South America with her lovely contralto voice. This class must have been an 
unusual one, we thought, because several times our engineer would just stop and laugh as thoughts came 
to his mind. He told us that everyone had thought Jean would be an old maid, but that she was 
married to a Baptist evangelist only two days after graduation. 

One who was in this class is the now Dr. Freehauf, famed matron of the "Old Maids by Choice 

Colony,” which is located in the Hawaiian Islands because of the climate. She is really doing a good 

job consoling all of the unclaimed blessings. 

Warren Kautz, as Mr. Bishop informed us, was one of the smartest in the class, and was always 
looking for a revolution. After graduation, Warren went into Canada to work with the Indians and 
was not disappointed when the revolution came—they made him chief of the Duh! Duh! Duh! tribe. 
Speaking of revolutions made Mr. Bishop think of a couple in the class, Billy and Bessie Coley, who 
had gone to Palestine after they graduated. After a year of hard work they completed their ob¬ 
servatory on top of Mt. Hermon. Now they are busily engaged in studying the stars and giving calcula¬ 
tions as to the truth of the Biblical record. 

Our engineer started to laugh again. We couldn’t imagine why. He told us that he was thinking 
of a student at whom he had tossed a piece of chalk one morning in class. He told us that to every¬ 
one’s amazement that Sammy Ray had become very dignified and sedate, and had married a doctor 
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who was head of "Expedite,” a hospital for the mentally ill. She had become the cook for the entire 
hospital. 

"Mr. Bishop,” we asked, "whatever became of the rest of that class?” 

"Let me see,” said Mr. Bishop. "Marie Charlton, who was very active in the class, majored 
in agriculture, and as we understand it, she now has one of the largest potato producing farms in all 

Africa. All of the potatoes are being supplied to missionaries and their families. 

Again our guide stopped and laughed. He told us later that he had just remembered John Kauf¬ 
man, who was always telling corny jokes. Everyone laughed at these jokes, regardless of whether or 

not they were funny. John, he told us, was now pastor of the Moody Church in Chicago, and also head 
of the "Easy does It” Home for Bachelors. 

Our engineer was then given a message which told him that he was to contact his home office im¬ 
mediately regarding steamship reservations. Then he told us of one student who had bought out a 
large steamship company and operated it for missionaries and ministers of the gospel. This student 
was none other than Jarvis Marshall. 

Next, he told us of one in the class, Maude Bonhotel, who after graduation, went on to college 
and is now dean of women at Oxford University. Because of her influence, the University has centered 
its whole curriculum around the Bible. 

Then Mr. Bishop told us of another in the class of 1950. Frederick Houwen, who now was Pres¬ 
ident of the Moscow Bible Institute, had traveled, after he graduated, throughout China and Tibet with 
the "Houwen Musical Foundation” and then went to Russia with the gospel. 

Mr. Bishop stopped and scratched what was left of his head. We wondered what was wrong. He 
said, "There were 14 in that class,” and he had only told us of 13. Who in the world was the other 
one. Oh yes, it was a fellow by the name of Bill Faitz who went to Japan and built a radio station. He 
is now its chief engineer. The programs from his station are on a world wide network. 

Then our guide continued his research for our expedition. Since 1955 he had headed this archae¬ 
ological expedition to find further truths. He informed us that his fellow colleagues were also scattered. 
Professor Stannard now was the U. S. Minister of E ducation to India. He also told us that as a side line, 
he raised chickens for his own pleasure. Miss Campagna, dean of women in 1950, had married and 
retired with her family which she had raised on "Black Strap Molasses.” She was now living by the 
St. Lawrence River. We also learned that the beloved President of the Institute, Mr. Miles, had be¬ 
come President and owner of the "Biblical Knowledge by Charts Association.” His charts had gone into 
every home in the universe. 

Today proved to be very interesting and perhaps our guide will be able to entertain us further 
with his memoirs of this building which we are exploring.

They said, "But where can we go when we 
work all day and have only our evenings?” Sarah replied, "Haven’t you heard of the Evening School of 
the Washington Bible Institute at 1445 R. I. Ave, N. W.? I am told it is a very good school, funda¬ 
mental, interdenominational, coeducational, teaching only Bible and related subects. Let’s register' for the 
second semester. As a Sunday School teacher I need more Bible and, Elizabeth, perhaps you can find 
some subjects to help you with your Young People’s Work. Lois, I think you could find subjects that 
would help you in your work with children.” Suzanne spoke up and said, "What is there for me? I 
go to Sunday School, church, and my missionary society meetings but feel there is so much I do not 
understand about the Word. Sarah assured her that she might take a course in Personal Soul Winning 
Missions, and Church History, and that there were many others to choose from. Anyway, there would 
be someone in the office who would help them to choose the right subjects. So the girls decided to study. 

Three months later the girls had dinner together. Sarah enthusiastically explained how she regis¬ 
tered for the Preliminary Training Course and in one year would get her Teacher’s Certificate. The 
course covered the Old and New Testaments, which is the material needed by a Sunday School teacher; 
Child Study, Pedagogy and Sunday School Administration, which are the methods necessary for successful 
teaching. Elizabeth said, "Oh! but you should hear what I am learning in Sunday School Evangelism 
and Adolescent Work. Already I understand my boys and girls better, programs are more interesting, 
and our attendance and interest are doubled.” Lois interrupted to say, "But my classes in Bible Story 
Telling, Flannelgraph work and Daily Vacation Bible School are the best ever. Being able to reach 
children for Christ has been the greatest thrill of my life.” Suzanne kept quiet until the last for she had 
a big surprise. Well, girls, I’ve surrendered my life to the Lord and plan to prepare for foreign mission 
work, to go wherever He calls me to go. My classes in Personal Evangelism, Missions, and Bible Doctrine 
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have helped me to hear my call. After this year, I plan to enroll for the General Course at WBI and 
have been advised that my evening school credits can be transferred. 

Sarah, picking up the conversation again, said, "You know, I was amazed the other evening when 
the registrar told me that this year the evening school enrolled 411 students representing 96 churches 
and 15 denominations in the District of Columbia. The number of subects offered is 31, and taught by 
a faculty of 21. She also told me that a student may get the WBI diploma in three years (32 Sem. Hrs.) 
and the Standard Training Course Diploma (24 Sem Hrs.) which is issued by the Evangelical Teacher 
Training Association. You know, girls, I think our teachers are the most able and Spirit filled men and 
women under whom I’ve ever studied. And I do enjoy the chapel periods. We hear all the news of the 
school activities, and the best known missionaries and Bible speakers from all over the land. I have 
been much impressed with the fine fellowship the students have among themselves and the ever ready 
willingness to help each other. The faculty is always sympathetic, understanding, and ready to help the 
student with any problem, and everyone works together for the glory of God. Well, girls, we better go, 
we have lessons to study and exams to take tonight." 

And now, dear reader, won’t you pray definitely for WBI, for its staff and especially for these fine 
young people (precious in His sight) that they may truly study to show themselves approved of God, 
workmen that needeth not to be ashamed, rightly dividing the Word of Truth.

Pearl is older, 
working as companion and housekeeper for a semi-invalid. Her zeal for 
the Lord is great, and she is praying that the Lord will find her a fit vessel 
for full time service.

This is Mary’s paper. You would love her, a mother of four children 
who feels that she cannot bring up her children in the nurture and ad¬ 
monition of the Lord if she herself is not well grounded in the Word of 
God.
